The Kwangsi 
troops will alter their military plans 
in the coming campaign against the 
Cantonese supporting Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek. General Chau 
Si-cheng will lead the first line of 
attack, General Pei Chung-hei, the 
second; and General Hau Ching- 
tong, the third. General Li Tsung- 
jen will direct operations in the 
southern portion of Kwangtung. 

In case there is a conflict be- 
tween Chiang Kai-shek and Feng 
Yu-hsiang, the campaign in the 
South will be a long one, more or 
less influenced by the events in 
Central and North-east China. 

Alleged Reds 


Practically without reason and 
without trial, the Canton authori- 
ties have during the last two days 
executed more than thirty alleged 
Reds, all being coolies and ricsha 
pullers. There is a fear of another 
Red uprising, but the better inform- 
ed give no credence to it. 

Demand on Fatshan 

Some bandits and pirates com- 
bined, under the pretext of special 
“corps” commissioned by Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek and his comrades 
in Shanghai, are demanding the re- 
sidents of Fatshan to pay a military 
fine of $500,000.

Many ‘Officers Looked 
Upon Askance 


A CAUSTIC CRITIC 


Hong Kong A Popular Haven 
Of Refuge 

In “its latest issue, May 17 

“Shipping and Engineering,” haa

Ships’ Officers 

A telegram from Hong Kong 

dated May 15 atates that the Re- 

port of the River Steamers’ Com- 

mission has been issued and that 


“the Commissioners are of the 
opinion that the irregularities 
existing in a certain class of river 


steamers are a direct result of 
the employment of unsuitable 
masters, and that there ia no 
doubt that the employment of 
such masters is advantageous to 
both parties. It is apparent that 
owners exist who prefer a master 
who will countenance any irre- 
gularity that increases the earn- 
ings of a ship. At the same time, 
masters are obtainable who, 
through age, misfortune or 
other causes, are compelled to 
accept whatever terms may be 
offered them. Masters in these 
circumstances are probably re- 
quired to refund a considerable 
portion of the agreed salary and 
such a practice can only be at- 
tractive to an undesirable type of 
master. To find a remedy for 
this state of affairs is clearly not 
easy. Some form of coercion ap- 
pears necessary. Three possible 
lines were considered: first, legis- 
lation with regard to the engage- 
ment of masters; secondly, action 
by His Majesty's Consul-General 
at Canton; and, thirdly, the pos- 
sibility, of . action’.by,. the China 
Coast ‘Oifvers*:Gund 

4 Criticisé ‘for Years 

The detailed report, when it 
comes to hand, will doubtless be 
very interesting, but sufficient {s 
known of the situation as it 
exists, without any special in- 
formation which may be contain- 
ed in the report of the Commis- 
sioners, to justify comment on the 
matter. According to the tele- 
graphed summary, the report 
deals with “masters,” though pre- 
sumably it deals also with other 
ranks such as chief officers and 
chief engineers, the employment 
of some of whom on many West 
River ships has for years been 
the subject of much adverse cri- 
ticism. 

It is a well-known fact that 
while the great majority of ships’ 
officers on the China Coast are 
respectable and reputable mem- 


bers of a respectable and reput- 
able profession, there are many 
who are looked upon askance— 


and rightly so—by all decent ship- 
ping companies, The people we 
have in mind are not, and never 
will be, of the slightest use to 
China Coast shipping, or of credit 
to the honourable calling to which 
they belong. The majority of 
them have no sense of respon- 
sibility, little self-respect, and no 
desire other than to obtain tem- 
porary employment sufficient to 
provide them with funds for 
periodical drinking bouts. These 
persons may be found all along 
the Coast, but their chief haven 
of refuge appears to be Hong 
Kong, where apparently the tech- 
nicalities of the law render them 
ineligible for deportation. It is 
hardly necessary to say that this 
type of certificated beachcomber 
gets absolutely no encouragement 
or inducement from any of the 
big shipping companies, at either 
Shanghai or Hong Kong, yet al- 
ways there seems to be.a number 
of the smaller Chinese companies 
(whose vessels, {n most cases,’ fly

New sales 
have also been made in Turret Clothe 
und Cord Stripe Shirtings, but in the 
majority of lines quantities booked 
only amount to about 50 per cent. of 
last year’s purchases. Owing to the 


present unsettled conditions in 
Kwangtung, with its depreciating 
currency, deliveries , are practically 


nil; this state of affairs also accounts 
for the cautious policy adopted by 
responsible dealers, in making their 
commitments for next season. Cot- 
ton remains steady, no fluctuations of 
any importance having taken place 
since the Jast report. 


There has been «a fair amount of 
enguiry for Poplins, Brocades and 
Striped Shirtings. Further business 
has been settled in these tines, but 


many offers have had to be referred 
back. Manchester prices have been a 
little easier, bui weakness of ex- 
change makes it difficult to connect. 
Some orders are reporicd to have 
been placed for Black Cambrics, and a 
small trade has been done in White 
Shirtings for early shipment. The 
adverse situation at Canton has 
caused a temporary setback to ¢lear- 
ances, but deliveries have shown some 
improvement during the last few 
days.

mitted now-a-days by those who are 
seriously interested in the welfare of 
the worker that profit sharing in some 
form or another is a sound principle, 
and one that should be encouraged. 
But there must be few people who can 
state definitely when the original con- 
ception of this idea was first mooted, 
and few too who know when and 
where it was first tried out. 

We believe we are correct in stating 
that a scheme of profit sharing in in- 
dustry which was introduced into Eng- 
land as long ago as 1884 was the first 
of its kind to be started in Great Bri- 
tain, Certain it is that in that year 
the firm of paint manufacturers of 
Hull known then, as now, under the 
name of Blundell] Spence & Co., Ltd., 
inaugurated a system of profit-sharing 
by gratuities. 
Some such method had, we believe, 
been operated successfully in Germany 
prior to that date, but we are not 
aware of its existence in England until 
it was worked out and introduced in 
Hull by Mr. Longstaff who was then 
chairman of Messrs. Blundell Spence 
& Co. That was 44 years ago, and 
during that period the amount which 
the employees of that progressive firm 
have received over and above their re- 
gular salaries and wages exceeds 
£150,000. 
The soundness of the system has, of 
course, been vindicated time and again, 
and the fact that the firm which first 
introduced it into England is still prac- 
tising it is sufficient proof that from the 
points of view of both master and man 
it has given satisfaction.

There is no excuse for this un- 
informed opinion. Studies of all 
kinda are issuing in great numbers 
from the presses of Europe and 
America --- descriptive and analy- 
tical, popular and academic. ‘The 
volume under review differs from 
all of these. It offers itself as a 
quasi-inspired and suggestive in- 
troduction, discussing the origins— 
historical and philosephic-——and the 
development of the movement. It is 
published under the aegis of the 
Ipternational Centre of Fascist 
Studies (Cinef') at Lausanne with 
this specific aim. This body ia not, 
according to the Preface,  pro- 
pagandiat but educational. The 
same can svarcely be said of the first 

Book, Only one view of 
Fascism is presented; there is no 
criticism; every une of the contribu- 
tors, ff not Fascist, is more than 
4ympathetic towards Fascism. Even 
so, there would be ne rvom for 
complaint, if it were not for the 
possibility of readers being misled 
by applying to the book the state- 
ment in the Preface about the 
institution. - At the bottem of page 
6 is the following: ‘The Govern- 
ing Body is not to be held respon- 
sible for any opinion expressed in 
this book.” 11 would have been 
wiger to. have made this more 
prominent, 


Recognised Authorities 


With this in mind, the ordinary 
reader and = more particularly the 
student of modern politics, will fint 
this volume very useful. The con- 
tributors are recognised authorities 
(of whom biographical notes are 
supplied) and the contributions 
cover the chief places of Faaciat 


development. There ’is a useful 
chart at the end to illustrate the 
arrangement and adjustment of the 
‘syndicates’ and employers’ federa- 
tions to one another and to the 
government. 


The volume opens with an ‘Intro- 
duction to the Study of Fascism.’ 
This is followed by two articles— 
mainly historical: ‘The Birth and 
Establishment of Fascism in Italy’ 
and ‘The Givil Strife in Italy, 1919- 
l The next two are political. 
‘The Reform of the State in Italy’ 
and ‘The Reform of Parliament and 
the Question of National Repre- 
sentation? Four are mainly inter- 
pretive as showing the social- 
economic influence of Fascism in 
Italy: ‘The Labour Charter,” ‘The 
Significance of Fascist Syndical- 
ixm,” “Co-operation within the 
{Corporation System of the Italian 
State” and “The Liberty of the 
Press.” There follow three arti- 
vles --not the least suggestive if 
uninspired—dealing with the possi- 
bilities of Fascism outside Italy: 
“The Fascist Idea in France,” “Tae 
Frend of Fascist Opinion in Ger- 
many” and “Whither is Ireland 
Heading-—Is it Fascism? Thoughts 
on ihe Trish Fee State’. The 
choice of countries is significant. 

Although there is an entire ab 
sence of criticism, there is ample 
material supplied for the formation 
of a reasoned opinion on the vari- 
ous aspects of Fascism. The cau- 
lieus reader will note for himself 
where difficulties are sturred over 
and the rea) point at issue side- 
tracked. 


“Exper‘mental” 


Fascism ix no clear-cut paper- 
scheme emanating from the brain 
of an academic philosopher (al- 
though if has been fathered on 
several}: it is essentially experi- 
mental, pragmatic, opportunist and 
withal eclectic. It is the Italian 
version of the protest against Re- 
presentative Government, based on 
the belief that Parliamentary Gov- 
ernment goes too far in handing

Not Philosophy or Religion 


Fascism is neither a philosophy 
nor arcligion. In its politicél out- 
look and attitude, it is largely 
negative, however positive it may 
be in other spheres. Although 
not a religion or even akin to a 
region, Fascism has stimulated 
the religious sentiment. it has no 
specific ideals peculiar to itself (as 
for example has Communism) but 
it has arowsed the fervour, passion 
and zeal characteristic of the re- 
ligious attitude. These emotions 
are not specially attached to the 
party or even to the leader but to 
ltaly—the modern representative 
of Ancient Rome. Fascism proper 
and in its origins exalted the 
idea of Nationalism and one of its 
chief claima to consideration lies 
in its infusion into Italian political 
life of that zest and youthful 
energy for want of which Italy was 
languishing in the slough of in- 
determinate existence. 

The recent Italian elections and 
the Lateran Treaties give one 
seriously to ponder what the ultim- 
ate outcome of Fascism will be. 
Without minimising the great good 
it has already accomplished, it is 
legitimate to doubt whether it is 
any more than a temporary phase in 
the evolution of a new, self-con- 
scious Italy. Restraint and dis- 
cipline are necessary educational 
factors but excess or too long con- 
tinuance of either finally defeats 
the great end they have in view. 

Whatever may be our opinion of 
the Duce and his rule, it cannot be 
gainsaid that Haly haa once more 
contributed to World History a 
Dame to conjure with and cast into 
the crucible of European life ele- 
ments, hitherto scarcely recognized 
whose ultimate effects will be to 
give a new trend if not a new im- 
petus to Western Civilization. 

The ‘Cinef” and its British pub- 
Hahers, Messrs. Benn, are to be 
congratulated on placing before 
the reading public in such a handy 
form such important aspects of 
Fascism as will enable it to estim- 
ate the value of one of the two 
chief movements. of our own 
times.

ROBABLY the greatest shock that newcomers and visitors to 
this Colony get is the discovery of the very large number of 
houses and flats without water closets — that Hong Kong is still 
content to live the primitive life of the savage—that the ethics of 
modern hygiene are a sealed book to the authorities—that if the 
Colony keeps comparatively free from epidemic disease it must be 
owing to the kind dispensations of a benevolent Providence. 
The newcomer, bent on settling down to domestic life as soon 
as possible, sallies forth on a flat hunting expedition and eagerly 
scans the “To Let” advertisements. “Depirable ‘flat to let, in quiet 
locajity—no flush system; “Baehelor wanted to share apartment in 
best quarter, o flush system;” “Commodious house for family, near 
to Ferry, no flush system.” These are typical of what meets the 
eye—either in the newspapers or on personal inspection of the re- 
sidential quarters he desires. No flush system."—think of it in a 
civilised Colony in this year of grace Nineteen Hundred and Twenty- 
Nine! Were the “old China hands” who left here a couple or three 
decades ago to re-visit the Island they would assuredly marvel to 
find that “olo custom” still prevails—no flush system for closets in 
huge blocks of otherwise modern flats that were undreamt of in 
their day and generation! 

How much more would they be confounded to read the official 
communique published by the Government during the week. “The 
Sanitary Board dees not recommend to Government the installation 
of water closets unless applicants can prove to the satisfaction of 
the Board that an independent and adequate water supply is obtain- 
able”—not obtainable by the Sanitary Board, not provided by the 
Sanitary Board, but obtainable by the applicant for the installation 
of a water closet at his own.expense and at his own inconvenience! 
What a cold douche for he who does not know his Hong Kong to be 
biuntly told that “the Colony’s water supply is not allowed to be used 
for flushing purposes.” Let the Building Authority grant permits 
for the construction of a thousand new blocks of flats if it so pleases 
—these must pass every possible requirement of modern science 
in building, but they cannot be provided with water for flushing 
purposes unless the owners “can prove to the satisfaction of the 
Sanitary Board that an independent and adequate water supply is 
obtainable.” [ - 

The Government cannot possjbly know the first elementary 
essentials of government. It cannot realise that it must ensure that 
the housing demand of a rapidly developing Colony must be met, 
It cannot realise that it is the duty of the Government itself to 
supply “an adequate supply of water” for flushing purposes. ° It can- 
not realise any more than its predecessors that the primary duty 
of the Government is to provide to the inhabitants of the Colony a 
full and ample domestic water supply. Leaving aside for the moment 
the question of waste of water, wilful or otherwise, every resident, 
no matter his race, colour, or creed, is entitled, as a right, to expect 
that the Government will supply him with all the water he requires, 
alike for domestic and flushing purposes. Why should the Govern- 
ment—the Sanitary Board—recommend to the Government that ap- 
plications for water closets must, willy-nilly, be turned down auto- 
matically ‘just’ because’ the applicants are not in a position to “prove 
to the satisfaction of the Sanitary Board (that is,‘the Government) 
that an independent-and adequate supply of water Ia obtainable?”.. 

Is. it not time that the Government weaned itself'of the swathing 
clothes of infantile administration:and donned thé:more appropriate 
robes of full manhood:in administering the affairs ofthe Colony. as 


they should be administered—not in the interests ef a sélect few,

Inevitable Change 

The change was inevitable. The 
Church had.so materialised the hope 
of everlasting life and the fear of 
“losing our souls”; it had used 
bribes and threats so unscrupulously 
to uttact_and scare the irreligious, 
and tu fleece the superstitious, that 
the whole belief in immortality be- 
came incredible, and pure secularism 
took its place. 

But of this we may be sure, that 
without belief in an eternal and 
unchangeable back-ground behind 
the flux of phenomena, man walketh 
in a vain shadow.

Russ and Company, was taken Into 
custody on Friday by the Police in 
connection with an alleged frau- 
dulent attempt made at the Char- 
tered Bank to cash a_ forged 
cheque for $1,000.

Careful scrutiny of 
the signature, detected the forgery 
but the man who had presented 
the cheque had in the meantime 
left the Bank, 

A European detective officer was 
called in and, with the Bank clerk 
who received the cheque, visited the 
office of Messrs, Russ wend Company 
to make inveatigations.

Ing the cheque and repudlated the 
signature. An office boy was 
pointed out ase the person who 
handed In the cheque at the Bank.

Three men are suspected of being 
involved in the fraud, and two of 
them are alleged to be office em- 
ployees in the firm, including the 
arrested man. The second office 
boy appears to have been discharg- 
ed recently, but the police were 
able to trace him later in the day 
and he was also taken into custody.

RECEIVERS SENTENCED

NO HOME WORK 


New System. Ordered in 
Schools 


Boys and girls, don’t you just 
wish you were going to school in 
New York? Just Hsten to the good 
news about home work. The schoo! 
leaders promised not to give the 
New York boys and girls very much 
work outside of echoo) hours. 

Dr. William J, O'Shea, Superin- 
tendent of Schools in New York, 
must have remembered his achool 
days when he issued orders to reduce 
the students’ home work to a 
minimum. Here’s the way the 
schedule will run: 

No home work during the first 
four years. Then for three years 
only light work requiring not over 
an hour to accomplish. “However,” 


Dr, William J. O'Shea 


writes Dr, O’Shea, “pupils may be 
encouraged to read all home supple- 
mentary readers and books which 
are included in the courses of study. 

“Of more importance than home 
study lessons or home work is the 
proper use of the study periods in 
schools and fhe development dn 
pupils of the art of study.” 

Monotonous tasks euch as writing 
sentences and wofds repeatedly are 
frowned on because they ‘become 
g0 distasteful to the students and 
make their school avork a drudgery 
without teaching them to use their 
minds. 

This radical change is a step in 
a new direction for public schools 
which have always tried to force 
knowledge on all students, bright 
and slow alike, by using the same 
system for study on both. The new 
regime can vary the assignments to 
meet the individual abilities of the 
students and really make school a 
pleasure and not a bugbear.

Toronto College 
Confers D.D. 


INTERESTING CEREMONY 


A very interesting ceremony 
wan witnessed at Holy Trinity 
Cathedral, Shanghai, on the after- 
noon of May 17 when the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity, honoris 
causes, was conferred upon Rt, 
Rev. Tsen Ho-fu, assistant bishop 
of the diocese of Honan, by Canon 
T. O'Mcara of Wycliffe College, 
Toronto. 

The ceremony was an informal 
one and as later stated by Canon 
O'Meara, was originally planned 
to have taken place in Honan. 
This, however, was impossible, 
owing to the recent trouble in 
that province. Canon O'Meara 
sald that Bishop White of the 
diocese of Honan tried to be pre- 
sent, but found it impossible to 
come to Shanghai. 

The ceremony opened with a 
prayer offered by Bishop J. Curtis 
of Ningpo. Following this, 
Bishop Tsen was presented to the 
president of Wycliffe College by 
Bishop F, R. Graves of St. John's 
University. Bishop Graves spoke 
of the good work accomplished by 
Bishop Tsen, of hid years of the 
study in China, America and 
Canada and of the honours won 
by him in these countries. 

The degree was then conferred 
upon Bishop Tsen by Canon 
O'Meara who stated: “At the re- 
quest of the Council of Wycliffe 
College, Toronto, and with their 
authority, I admit you to the de- 
gree of Doctor of Divinity, honoris 
causa." The cloak, symbolic of 
the degree, was placed around the 
shoulders of Bishop Tsen by Dean 
Trivett, who said it was his pri- 
vilege to be the first to congratul- 
ate Bishop Tsen and to welcome 
him into the fellowship of the 
Alumni of Wyeliffe College which 
numbered about 500, 

Bishop White, the Dean said, 
had often spuken about the good 
work accomplished by Bishop 
Tsen in Honan and he felt that 
it was fitting that Wycliffe College | 
should confer this degree upon 
him. The Dean concluded by 
stating, ‘We feel confident that 
you will uphald the traditions of 
the college.”

Mail” motoring correspondent all 
developed this very annoying com- 
plaint. Motor-engineers have wide- 
ly divergent views aa to the cause 
of the front wheels suddenly de- 
veloping a wobble, but the root of 
the trouble is obviously a fault in 
‘design. Modern models are less 
free from this fault than older 
types, The reason may simply be 
the increased speed of modern cars, 
but, in my view, it is largely due 
to the widespread use of low- 
pressure types, It 4s possible that 
the uneven surface of some of the 
new roads, caused by expansion 
joints allowing the concrete to 
expand or contract according to 
climatic . conditions, starts the 
trouble. During the four tests it 
was found -wobble developed at 
varying speeds. At similar speeds 
on old roads of the ‘tar-macadam 
type, however, there was practically 
no wobble. At high speeds wobbl- 
ing is dangerous because in most 
cases it affects’ the steering. The 
best way to get out of a wobble is 
to apply the brakes at once.

PARKING PLACES 


A Review Of The 
Law 


A DEFINITION 

Mr. Charles Greenwood, solicitor, 
writes in a Home paper: 

There is no more urgent problem 
before the motoring public to-day 
than that which concerns the park-: 
ing of motor vehicles in towns and 
cities. The problem is one which 
concerns not only the motorist, 
but alao the Police, and all other 
persons who make use of the King's 
highway It concerns particularly | 
the commercial traveller. 

As the number of cars on the 
road increases, so does the difficulty 


of finding places in which they may | 


be parked whilst their owners pro- 
ceed about their business So far 
as motorists are concerned several 
legal points arise for consideration 
in connection with parking places, 
and it is proposed in this article 


to deal shortly with the more im-| 


portant of those points. 

The firat matter which has to be 
considered is—what is a parking 
place ? lt is, of course, essential 
to diatinguish between public park- 
ing places and private parking 
places, and it should be understood 
that throughout this article the 


parking places dealt with are public! 
parking places and not private park- , 


ing places sup by individua's or 
firms for their own benefit. 

Public parking places 
three separate groups :— 

Three Separate Groups 

(1) Car parks which form part 
of a street, and have been specifical- 
ly indicated as a car park by the 
local authority concerned. 

(2) Car parks which form part 
of a street, but which have originat- 
ed from the custom or habit of 
motorists to leave their cars in s 
particular spot and not from any 
regulation made by a loval au- 
thority. 

(3) Car parks which are in 
a street, as for example whrre s 
public market square or place ia 
made use of for this purpose 

It is perhaps ngt generally re- 
alised Lhat local authorities have 
spevial slatutory powers enabling 
them to declare that part of a street 
muy be used ae a parking place for 
motor vehicles. Nat only is this 
so, but in addition the local au- 
thority may appoint officers and ser- 
vunts to superintend car parks and 

may make regulations gove rning Lhe 
use of the parking places, and pro- 
hibiting certain particular classes of 
vehicles . (e.g., | motor-omnibuses ) 
from using them. 

No Parking Charges 

The regulations may also specify 
the charges to be paid to the local 
authority in connection with any 
parking place not forming part of 
a street. In connection with these 
charges il is most important to note 
that even a local authority is 7 
justified ie making a charge for the 
parking of motor-car it a parking 
place whick farms part of a street, 
It is believed that several local au- 
thorities deliberately disregard the 
law in this respect and attempt to 
charge motorists who keep their 
car in a place which is part of a 
street. 

Under no circumstances, not even 
when they have appyinted apevial 
superintending collecting officers, 
is a local authority justified jn do- 
ing this. As a consequence any 
motorist who ig met with a demand 
for payment after leaving bis car 
in a street, is entitled to use bis 
own discretion as to whether any 
gervices that have been rendered 
him are worthy of remuneration. 
The fact that the cur park is situate 
in g roadway which is a cul-de-sac. 
does nol prevent it from being in 
a streel wo as to render it impos- 
sible for the local authority legally 
tu make any charge. 

The Usual Lights 

}t should always be borne in mind 
that when a car is parked in a park 
ing place Salling within either of 
the first two groups we Fave men- 
tioned, the in ordinary circum- 
qtances it is sfill necessary lo ex- 
hibit the usual lights after lighting- 
up time. It may be noted, how- 
ever, that the police have power 
under certain regulations made 
under the Road Transport Lighting 
Act to consent to the parking of 
vehicles unlighted on the highway. 
if they are satisfied ‘that the part 
of the highway in question has been 
specially set apart for a parking 
place, is already properly lighted, 
and is not part of a highway that 
is ordinarily used for the passing 
and re-passing of vehicles, other 
than vehiclea going to and from the 
ear park. 

In the case of car parka falling 
within the third group, that is te 
say, not forming parl of the rond- 
way, then it is possible that jn some 
instances a local authority, or some 
other authority, may have power to

demand payment of a reasonable 
charge for parking. 

One advantage of parking a car 
In a place not forming part of « 
highway is that it is never nec- 
essary to switch on lighta after 
lighting up time, and there can be 
no possibility of a charge of ob- 
struction. 

Unnecessary Obstruction 

With regard to the latter offence, 
it should be remembered that un- 
less a highway has been specially 
appointed by the local authority as 
a car park, and‘so falls within our 
‘first group, then the mere fact 
that motorists generally make a 
habit of using that particular ptace 
as n car park will not prevent a 
prosecution in the event of any un- 
necessary obstruction being creat 
ed 

Turning to the vexed question 
of the time during which any vehicle 
may be permitted to be parked, it 
is very unusual to find that there 
is any restriction in this respect 
outside the Metropolis in which 
area special conditions have to be 
considered. 11 is possible, but un- 
usual, for a local authority outside 
London to make regulations as to 
the time during which a car can be 
parked in a recognised © parking 
place, but it is doubtful as to what 
steps the authority cam take to e¢n- 
force the regulation, even assuming 
it was made. 

The section of the Public Health 
Act which gives local authorities 
power to make regulations with re- 
gard to parking places does not 


‘specify any penalty for the breach 


of those regulations. There can be 
no time-limit in respect of a park- 
ing place forming part of a street, 
au- 
thority, although, as we have al 
ready mentioned, the ordinary law 
with regard to obstruction must 
always be borne in mind.

Because of 
their experience these men are 
admirably suited for the positions 
they oecupy. 

Of the two companies, Stude- 
baker is the larger, having actual 
assets of $105,000,000, and manu- 
facturing plants at South Bend, 
Indiana; Detroit, Michigan and 
Walkerville, Ontario, Canada. 
The major portion of Studebaker 
manufacluring is done at South 
Bend, where factories cover 125 
acres, containing more than six 
million square feet of floor space. 
In addition an 80 acre proving 
ground is owned by Studebaker, 
where cars are rigorously tested.

Pierce-Arrow plants are located 
at Buffalo, New York, its factories 
covering 45 acres with more than 
a million and a half square feet of 
floor space.

Preferred Low Gear For

The death has occurred at the 
aye of 65 of Kinyanjui, the Para- 
mount Chief of the Kikuyu tribe. 
Kinyanjui was a notable person- 
age; probably the most remark- 
able native in East Africa since 
the death of the Uganda Regent, 
Sir Appolo Kagwa. 

He used to lead his spearmen in 
tax-gathering expeditions, 
turning with goats galore, and 
taking census of huts by means 
of notches on sticks. The Kikuyu, 
unlike most other Bantu people, 
had no hereditary chief, so when 
the then acknowledged chief was 
deposed for misbehaving himself 
the Government selected Kinyan- 
jui to take his place. 

Kinyanjui had scores of wives 
and hundreds of children. He ap- 
preciated the advantages of edu- 
cation, but stopped short at that 
of women, and of his numerous 
wives and daughters few were 
“educated.” Women are trained 
to work among the Kikuyu and 
he did not wish them spoiled.

American sales in Europe 
this year are already designed to 
reach a total of 250,000 cars. 

Mr. Ford is now busily plan- 
ning his new Moscow plant, which 
will have an output of 100,000 
cars a year, and when all his 
Eyropean assembling and manu- 
facturing plants are operating 
Ford companies will be busy in 
England, Ireland, France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Spain, Denmark, 
Italy, Sweden, Finland, Holland, 
and Turkey. Distribution from 
these centres will carry Ford cars 
and tractors to Egypt, Palestine, 
Syria, Arabia, Iraq, Prussia, and 
Afghanistan. No wonder Gen- 
eral Motors is fighting Mr. Ford 
on the battleground of Europe. 

If Mr. Sloan succeeds in pur- 
chasing Citroen, it will be a tre- 
mendous victory.

Citroen’s 
absorption into the Sloan organ- 
isation would relieve the extreme 
pressure now being brought to 
bear on the Chevrolet car by both 
the new Ford and the Citroen 
car.

Mr. Ford’s policy in England 
of admitting general dealers into 
the circle of his salesmen is re- 
cognised as a master stroke of 
business, enlarging his opportuni- 
ties and removing the antagonism 
in the trade, felt when the dealer 
is obliged to take the Ford and 
Ford products to the exclusion of 
all other business.

PETROL 


Prime Neseealty of 
Business 


The rise in the cost of petrol— 
one of the prime necessities of 
modern business and social life— 
reminds us once again of the cynical 
dictum of an “oil King,” now de- 
ceased, that “the price of oil is 
what |t will fetch,” and apparently 
what it will fetch is a matter to be 
decided by those gentlemen who, 
having eliminated all competition 
by absorbing the “unclean thing” 
in the oil world, are enabled to 
make petrol supplies “fetch” some 
pence per gallon more than the 
previous competitive price, and this 
in spite of the fact that supply ia 
far in exvess of demand, and the 
output of the producing companies 
is so great as to make the disposal 
of the spirit a matter of great diffi- 
culty. 

This increase in price, coming 
on top of the fourpenny duty which 
was imposed in the last Budget, is 
a very great hardship on motor 
users and a handicap to trade gen- | 
erally. It will add materially to 
the slowing down of the motor trade 
go evident since the petrol tax was 
imposed, a most unfortunate change 
in the conditions applicable to tha‘ 
trade—one of the very few In which 
steady and profitable progress was 
being made. 

Between the need of the Govern- 
ment for the money provided by 
the tax and the rapacity—the right 
word—of the Petrol Ring, the motor 
trade and the public are in a parlous, 
and largely helpless, condition, and 
small comfort is to be extracted 
from the consideration that the 
Government will also be placed in 
serious difficulty ag a result of the 
disturbance to their plans for rais- 
ing a certain amount from the 
petrol duty and the distribution of 
the sum s0 raised, as the inevitable 
falling off in demand must neces- 
sarily affect the product of the 
duty. 

It has been suggested that there 
should be a sort of self-denial week, 
or month, during which time private 
cars shall remain in the garage and 
commercial motoring be cut down to 
the irreducible minimum. This to 
teach the oil monopolists 4 lesson, 
and force common sense upon them 
and common justice from them. It 
is a drastic proposal, and if it could 
be adopted in its fullness it would 
be an effective remedy for an evil 
which, unless it is checked, is Hkely 
to assume greater dimensions and 


bring about worse difficulties than 
those which we are now combating. 
Incidentally, it would do the coal 
trade much good, would have very 
beneficial reaction on the physical 
fitness of quite a lot of folk, and 
demonstrate once again that, after 
aii, the common people can, if they 
will, unmake the biggest and most 
powerful monopoly, and bring 
greed and selfishness, and the dis- 
regard and the over-riding of their 
rights by whomsover tried, to a 
sharp and sudden end if they are 
roused to the exercise of the powers 
they possess. :

Engineers Work on Cuban and Argentine 


Cuba and Argentina are both 
in the midst of extensive road 
building campaigns and have 
called on American engineers to 
construct many of their high- 
ways. 

The Cuban Central Highway, 
which will be the longest in Cuba 
when completed, runs along the 
backbone of the island, a distance 
of 70h miles, and will link the 
capitols of all six of Cuba's pro- 
vinces, The highway is to he 
paved its full length and will be 
about. 20 feet wide with five-foot 
shoulders. The cost of construct- 
ing this Cuban highway, it is 
exlimated. will run clase to 
$76,000,000. 

Labour conditions present the 
most difficult problem to engineers 
in a foreign country. One coun- 
try may have absolutely no fucili- 
ties for making modern roads, but 
wil} have a mass of cheap Jabour 
that needs employment. Another 
may want to do all the work it- 
self under the direction of super- 
visors from the contracting firm 


active hand in the construction. 
About 8,000 labourers are being 
employed on the construction of 
the Cuban highway. 

Tucuman, in northern Argen- 
fina, also clamours for American 
engineers to construct its roads. 
An extensive programme, calling 
far the reconstruction of the en- 
tire urban area of the city and all 
roads. leading into it, is under 
way. Here in this town surround- 
ed by mountains, many difficult 
engineering problems are encoun 
tered, The plan calls for an ex- 
penditure of more than $4,000,000 
on roads. 

High up in the Andes moun- 
{uins, 8,000 feet above sea level, 
Bogota, Colombia needs en- 
gineering advice. To construct 
{his country’s roads engineers 
are confronted with a long trip up 
« river, two portages, more river, 
and then a winding, narrow-gauge

train journey. Material is trans- 
ported with difficulty. 

It is a splendid example of a 
city that is eager and able todo 
its own work. The only outside 
help has been road-building super- 
visors and the necessary ma- 
chinery with which to prepare 
and lay the proper pavement. The 
labour is almost exclusively local. 

Bus Transportation Growing 

While people the world over are 
buying automobiles for their per- 
sonel use in larger quantities than 
ever before, they are also buying 
bus transportation in such vastly 
increasing proportions that. this is 
becoming a leading public trans- 
port business. 

There are 260,000 miles of rail- 
way lines in the United States 
with a total investment, in capital 
stock and bond issues, of nearly 
$7,000,000,000. Yet while the 
railway mileage is one-third that 
of the bus routes in the country, 
the total investment in rails is 
more than twelve times as great. 
With such a vast system of 
719,000 miles of bus routing, the 
people of the United States have 
shown themselves to be a vast 
transient populace. 

The 23,000,000 automobiles are 
not enough, it seems. Even the in- 
creasing bus systems are too few 
to accommodate the travellers. 
For this year statisticians pre- 
diet an increase in registration of 
at least another million new 
motorists, while the several thou- 
sund more buses will be packed 
full. 

The railways will not lose their 
clientele, for people will keep on 
travelling. long distances by rail. 
The buses will have their share 
of transportation in the short 
haul. 

And then will come the air- 
ways. Although not as far ad- 
vanced as Europe in this branch 
of transportation, slowly and 
with safety, the airlines are 
breaking into the passenger trade.

Cadillac Car’s New 
Transmission 


Among the new features of 
1929 Cadillac and LaSalle cars, 
the synero-mesh, — silent-shift 
transmission is outstanding be- 
cause of its direct and immediate 
effect on driving ease. General 
Motors engineers say it ranks in 
importance with the self-starter, 
introduced hy Cadillac in 1912 and 
the balanced crankshaft, produced 
in 1928 

Owners of the new) cars have 
found that this transmission 
makes gear shifting as easy as 
steering. The control lever is 
moved into precisely the same 
positions for various year com- 
hinations as formerly. There are 
just two motions-decluteh and 
shift. The shift is made easily 
and silently. There is no clash- 
ing of gears. 

Back of its simplicity in opera- 
tion is the story of a young man 
from Oregon who spent several 
years developing an idea, others 
in convincing the industry .that 
the idea was good, and then more 
years with Cadillac and General 
Motors engineers in making his 
dream a practical manufacturing 
possibility. 

There is another story also— 
that of a million and a half car 
miles of test for the new transmis- 
sion at the General Motors Prov- 
ing Ground, Milford, Michigan, 
before it was adopted for use ina 
Cadillac or LaSalle car. 

Earl A. Thompson, until 1924, 
a consulting engineer of Port- 
land, Oregon, is the originator of 
the new transmission, 

Jn the days when automobiles 
were not the easy-riding, easily 
controlled vehicles they are to- 
day, Thompson was taken with 
the idea of how much better it 
would be to have gears a driver 
could shift easily and silently. 

Anything so fundamentally im- 
portant in motor car operation 
must prove itself beyond doubt. 
From Cadillac's viewpoint, there 


was the long and brilliant record 
of engineering achievement to be 
supported and enlarged. While 
the company has pioneered some 
of the most basic and radical con- 
tributions to automobile  pro- 
ress, it has never accepted any- 


thing new without the most, 


severe and exacing tests and 
proofs. 

Late in 1924 Thompson began 
a further development of the de- 
vice in collaboration with Cadillac 
and General Motors engineers. 
This work included finding the 
most suitable materials for long 
life; functional efficiency and 
general suitability. 

So exhaustively was the la- 
boratory and test work conducted 
that it took three-and-one-half 
years before it was completed. In 
the mechanical laboratories 
{ransmissions were set up and 
shifted by machinery hundreds of 
thousands of times, Research en- 
gineers engaged in metallurgical 
tests. Many set-ups were made 
varying the composition of 
materials. For open road tests 
and tests at the General Motors 
Proving Ground, transmissions 
were installed in cars in use for 
brake and clutch tests with the 
cars stopping and starting  in- 
cessantly, so that the transmis- 
sion would get the most severe 
use. 

Before production for the new 
models was begun, tests of the 
transmission had climbed to an 
equivalent of one million car 
miles, and before any of them 
were in the hands of owners, the 
total had been raised to more 
than a million and a half.

Of these 9,910 
were for exceeding the speed limit. 
Fines amounting to £97,608 were 
imposed for  88,b49 motoring 
offences. These statistics are 
given by Sir William Joynson-Hicks 
in Parliamentary papers.

DOG IN CAR 


The coroner (Dr. W. H. White- 
house) at a Deptford inquest com- 
mented on the fact that the woman 
driver of the motor-car involved had 
a dog with her at the time of the 
accident. 

Evidence was given that Jano 
Manning, 78, of Ringstead-road, 
Catford, had just Jeft the Post 
Office at Rushey-Green, after draw- 
ing her old age pension, and was 
putting the money into her purse 
while crossing the main road, when 
she was knocked down. 

The jury returned a verdict of 
death from accidental cause, and 
added a rider to the effect that the 
driver of the car, Ada Mary Thomp- 
aon, 21, of Plough-lane, Wallington, 
should have exercised more reason- 
able care. 

The coroner said that he under- 
atood that Miss Thompson ‘had an 
Airedale dog on her near side, 
which, he considered, was very 
wrong for a motorist. He also 
felt sure that she had lost her head 
in the emergency. Any person 
who drove a motor-car had a great 
responsibility and undertook a great 
risk. People could not go about the 
atreets killing persons. 

Miss Thompson said that she was 
driving at ten or twelve miles an 
hour. She saw the old woman 
crossing the read and sounded her 
horn, but she took no notice. Wit- 
ness could not draw to the near side 
to pass behind her because of shop- 
pers in the road, so she turned to 
her off-side, hoping to pass in front 
of the woman, applying the brakes 
as she did so.* The near-side wing 


of the car caught the woman.

TO AID THE POOR 


Shanghai Social 
Work 


A SPECIAL DEPARTMENT 

For the sake of aiding the poor 
and the unemployed to get work to 
malntain their living, the Bureau of 
Socia) Affairs of the Chinese Muni- 
cipality of Greater Shanghai, with 
the approval vf Mayor of Shanghai, 
has made preparations to open up a 
special department for lending 
money to the poor at a low rate of 
interest. According to a report in 
the Chinese Press, this money-lend- 
ing department was formally declar- 
ed epen on May 16, 

Owing to limited funds appro- 
pristed from the Municipality 
Treasury, however, only those who 
reside in the First District of the 
Municipality are entitled to this 
new privilege. Quite a num- 
ber of Chinese needy from 
other districts and some even from 
the French Concession and the 
International Settlement, called at 
the Bureau with the hope of borrow- 
ing money and they were all turned 
away for being ineligible to the 
privilege at present. 

Branches Possible 

A series of regulations governing 

the money-lending has been issued 


by the Bureau and if the new ven- 1 


ture proves successful and beneficial 
to the poor and unemployed, 
arrangements will be made to 
establish branch departments in 
other districts within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Chinese Municipality of 
Greater Shanghai. 

The rate of interest charged on 
such loans from the Bureau, it is 
learned, is only 10 per cent. per 
annum. Loans can be reimbursed 
in instalments, monthly or other- 
wise, and if they are reimbursed 
within the prescribed period a 
lower rate of interest is to be 
charged, namely 8 per cent. per 
annum. Borrowers, of course, have 
1o provide reliable guarantors. 

The first office of the kind was 
opened on May 17 in Nantao (Chin- 
ese Settlement), and will be followed 
by other offices if the experiment 
proves successful.

Let us say he.. that all of the 
masters and officers employed on 
smal] ships running out of Hong 
Kong are not of the type we have 
described; but undoubtedly the 
great majority are. As the Com- 
missioners state, to find a remedy 
for this state of affairs ia not 
easy. 

The “Great Majority”? 


One solution would be for the 
shipping companies concerned, 
who have no moral feeling at all, 
to be frozen out of the services 
in which they operate, by some 
of the bigger companies; but that 
is hardly practicable and in any 
case would probably be only half 
a remedy. 

Another suggestion, and one 
which appeared in our columns 
some years ago, was to the effect 
that the question would automa- 
tically be solved if all shipping 
companies insisted on officers em- 
ployed by them being members of 
one of the two officer’s Guilds on 
the China Coast, and that the 
Guilds should follow, in the case 
of the smaller companies, the pro- 
cedure so often adopted in regard 
to the big companies, of recom- 
manding only (reputably) sober 
and reliable men for employment. 


A Matter of Money! 
Theoretically, the thing is pos- 
sible, but few if any of the Chin- 
ese companies we have in mind 
would be disposed to pay the 
standard rate of salaries, when 


they could satisfy the law, and,| 


get their ships running somehow 
or other, by employing doubtful 
characters at low fates, and under 
generally unwholesome and cheap 
conditions. Of the three possible 
lines , considered by the Hong: 
Kong Commissioners, the one that 
appears most practicable is the 
suggestion of legislative measures. 
The other alternatives would 
probably never work satisfactori- 
ly. .
